The worst fire in Mr. Nelson’s dis­ 
trict 1» th e one southwest of Pine 
River. 
T he fire has been b urning 
for ab out a week, sta rt ing west of 
Hubert and b urning north past Pe- 
quot and toward Pine River.

Labor won a signal victory in fe« l- 
erul court when Judge F. A. Geiger 
dismissed the injunction of the Mil­

over the heads of strikers a* a m e ant 
of clubbing them Into agreement by 
threats. 
Used to Intimidate Men 
Padway « aid th« * purp« >« e of rail­ 
roads in getting an injunction i* not 
so much to protect the property, but 
to intimidate th e strikers. 
He said 
the road would have done

honorable th ing If It had advised the 
court that an understanding had been 
arrived at between the atrikers and 
the road and t h a t the court shoubl 
dismiss the injunction.

SEPTEMBER 19 22 offered evidence of Bra inerd’s a wa kening. 
During tha t month citizen« became aroused to the poeaibilitie# of 
dojng a number of things that will go to the upbuilding of the city . 
J ohn A. Hoffbauer got the idea of a dvertising the natural beauty 
of Brainerd and the lake district to which it is the ga tew a y . 
He 
pointed out that Septem ber and October are two of the liest months 
in the y ear for getting over the roads by automobile w ith the m ini­ 
mum of cost and inconvenience a rising from tire troubles. 
He 
described the gra ndeur of nature at this period of the y ea r and 
went a fter ca pita lizing the natural a dva nta ges of Bra inerd's lo­ 
cation. 
W hen he first suggested his plan for a dvertising these 
a ttra ctions in the papers of the cities from which tourists come to 
M innesota, and in other cities from which others may Ik? drawn, 
there w a s no very marked enthusia sm for his plan. 
One citizen 
ga ve five dollars to sta rt the a dvertising cam pa ign, and with this 
small amount Mr. Hoffbauer began to a dvertise Brainerd. The re­ 
sult has been grea ter than even the proponent of the idea could 
possibly have hoped for when he sent out his first small a dver­ 
tisem ent to the M inneapolis J ournal. 
Out of that sm all invest­ 
ment Brainerd has been a dvertised as it could not ha ve been ad­ 
vertised at a large expense. 
The idea that led to the suggestion 
took hold, and M inneapolis and Duluth papers have ca rried a 
re-sta tem ent of it in their editoria l columns, 
Such publicity ca n­ 
not be too highly valued. 
The idea, suggesting ca pita lizing the 
natural a dva nta ges of the northern lake district during fall day s, 
has taken hold of the im a gina tion of newspaper men in the larger 
centers of population in the sta te. 
A grea t deal o f tourist busi­ 
ness is bound to result from this effort. 
Another citizen sa w a splendid opportunity for Crow W ing 
county in the development of an interest in the marl beds sca ttered 
through the county . 
A fter seeing in this deposit a real value, 
based on the contents of the marl, which is unusually free from 
foreign substa nces, W alter M. Murphy sta rted out to interest 
those, who are looking for m a teria ls from which to make cement, 
in these valuable beds. 
Already a com m ittee empowered to rind 
a suita ble location for a cement plant has been on the ground, and 
a fter seeing the marl, has announced that if a na ly sis show s a high 
gra de m a teria l for utiliza tion as the base for cem ent, the com m it­ 
tee will return to look over the ground with a view to securing 
further knowledge of the pra ctica bility of loca ting a sta te owned 
cem ent plant in Crow W ing county . 
W hile these projects w ere being pushed by enthusia stic citi­ 
zens, who, each in his own line, had som ething good to a dvertise, 
(). J . Bouma, secreta ry of the Chamber of Commerce, was consid­ 
ering an entirely different m eans of developing Crow W ing coun­ 
ty . 
Mr. Bouma knew that there were eight men in this county 
who desired to take their voca tiona l tra ining, at the expense of 
the V etera ns’ Bureau, right here in Brainerd. 
He sa w that they 
were required to leave a ny developm ents that they had undertaken 
and go off to the Agricultura l college as soon us « he fa ll term open­ 
ed. Such a necessity stood in the way of any seriously undertaken 
im provem ents or developm ents of their interests in this county . 
In this ca se a s in the others, the idea prompted a ction, and 
a fter correspondence with the Veterans' Bureau a contra ct wa s 
dra wn which, backed by the Chamber of Commerce, would place 
a voca tional tra ining school right here in Brainerd. 
In this case 
there w a s no hesita tion. 
A com m ittee was appointed. 
The com­ 
m ittee went right to w oik, and a fter a few hours had completed 
the a rra ngem ents for putting th<* thing across. 
An enthusia stic 
m eeting of the Chamber ot Commerce is called for tfiis evening 
when the orgartization will endorse* the action of the com m ittee 
and a ssure the early opening of this Vocational T ra ining school. 
In addition to these enterprises which have called for the 
ba cking of the Chamber of Commerce, individua ls have proved 
their fa ith in the city by pla nning im provem ents. 
E. C. Bane, by 
building a modern filling sta tion on the corner of Sixth and Laurel 
streets, will add to the a ttra ctiveness of the business district of 
the city .

He sa y s that the peoples have been tricked in the past by 
diplom ats who have drawn up their a greem ents in the closed 
closet and have not taken the people into their confidence.

result of this is a lack of knowledge on the part of the people of 
the understa ndings tha t exist between diplomats, and a corres­ 
ponding lack of knowledge and of interest in interna tiona l affa irs. 
Com ing this tim e Mr. Root’s a rticle is tim ely . Peoples all over 
the world a re a nxious to know wha t understa ndings exist a m ong 
the'pow ers with regard to the control of the Near E a st.

a luik ing idea tha t all the a greem ents of the na tions do not ap­ 
pe a r on the surfa ce, and this leads to a lack of enthusia sm for 
any course that may be pursued by the nations.

BRAIN EHD IM AWAKENING 


SEPTEMBER 1922 offered evidence of Brainerd^ awakening 
During that month citizens became aroused to the possibilities 
doing a number of things that will go to the upbuilding of the city 
John A. Hoffbauer got the idea of advertising the natural beauty 
of Brainerd and the lake district to which it is the gateway. He 
pointed out that September and October are two of the best months 
in the year for getting over the roads by automobile with the mini­ 
mum of cost and inconvenience arising from tire troubles. 
Hi 
described the grandeur of nature at this period of the year anc 
went after capitalizing the natural advantages of Brainerd’s lo­ 
cation. 
When he first suggested his plan for advertising these 
attractions in the papers of the cities from which tourists come to 
Minnesota, and in other cities from which others may be drawn, 
there was no very marked enthusiasm for his plan. 
One citizen 
gave five dollars to start the advertising campaign, and with this 
small amount Mr. Hoffbauer began to advertise Brainerd. The je­ 
suit has been greater than even the proponent of the idea could 
possibly have hoped for when he sent out his first small adver­ 
tisement to the Minneapolis Journal. 
Out of that small invest­ 
ment Brainerd has been advertised as it could not have been ad­ 
vertised at a large expense. 
The idea that led to the suggestion 
took hold, and Minneapolis and Duluth papers have carried a 
re-statement of it in their editorial columns. Such publicity can­ 
not be too highly valued. 
The idea, suggesting capitalizing the 
natural advantages of the northern lake district during Jail days, 
has taken hold of the imagination of newspaper men in the* larger 
centers of population in the state. 
A great deal of tourist busi­ 
ness is bound to result from this effort. 
Another citizen saw a splendid opportunity for Crow Wing 
county in the development of an interest in the marl beds scattered 
through the county. 
After seeing in this deposit; a real value, 
based on the contents of the marl, which is unusually free from 
foreign substances, * Walter M. Murphy started out to interest 
those, who are looking for materials from which to make cement, 
in these valuable beds. 
Already a committee empowered to ibid 
a suitable location for a cement plant has been on the ground, and 
after seeing the marl, has announced that if analysis shows a high 
grade material for utilization as the base for cement, the commit­ 
tee will return to look over the ground with a view to securing 
further knowledge of the practicability of locating a state owned 
cement plant in Crow Wing county. 
While these projects were being pushed by enthusiastic citi­ 
zens, who, each in his own line, had something good to advertise, 
O. J. Bouma, secretary of the Chamber of Commerce, was consid­ 
ering an entirely different means of developing Crow Wing coun­ 
ty. 
Mr. Bouma knew that there were eight men in this county 
who desired to take their vocational training, at the expense of 
the Veterans’ Bureau, right here in Brainerd. 
He saw that they 
were required to leave any developments that they had undertaken 
and go off to the Agricultural college as soon as che fall term open­ 
ed. Such a necessity stood in the way of any seriously undertaken 
improvements or developments of their interests in this county. 
Iii this case as in the others, the idea prompted action, and 
after correspondence with the Veterans’ Bureau a contract was 
drawn which, backed by the Chamber of Commerce, would place 
a vocational training school right here in Brainerd. 
In this case 
there was no hesitation. 
A committee was appointed. The com­ 
mittee went right to woik, and after a few hours had completed 
the arrangements for putting th<* thing across. 
An enthusiastic 
meeting of the Chamber of Commerce is called for this evening 
when the orgartization will endorse the action of the committee 
and assure the early opening of this Vocational Training school. 
In addition to these enterprises which have called for the 
backing of the Chamber of Commerce, individuals have proved 
their faith in the city by planning improvements. E. C. Bane, by 
building a modern filling .station on the corner of Sixth and Laurel 
streets, will add to the attractiveness of the business district of 
the city.
